llouse t"ilc 645 is a¡rproved on this date with the following exceptions, which l hcrebydisapprove.

I am unable to approve of the items designated as Sections 90, 9 I ancl 92, in their entirety. 'lhcse itcrns

comprise Division V whiclr would impose additional requirements on local, state, regional, or national

organiz.ations which relate to the functions of the board of directors of a school district, or to the

adrninistrators of a school district and to which a school board pays monetary fees for products or services

or annual dues to the organization. I support transparency and accountability for how taxpayer dollars arc

spent. Iìowever, this language is overly broad, Iacks clarity, and rnay have unintended consequences. I

arî concerned tlris larrguage will not operate in practice in the way it may have been intended.'['he

language in [)ivision V is overly inclusive and could encompass privately owned, for-profìt cornpanies

that sell goods or services to a sclrool district.

I"ortlrc above rcasorls. I respectfully disapprove tlre designated items in accordance r¡,ith Arncndrnent lV
of thc Anrendments of 1968 to the Conslitution of the State ollowa. Allother itcms in Ilouse Filc 645

are hereby approved as ofthis date,
